Summary of Helos from the Far Gust, 


The accounts of the famine in China continue of a harrowing 
character. At Tientsin the number of the deaths among the un- 
fortunate refugees is estimated at about a fourth of those who 
reach the city. Two missionary gentlemen have set out for the 
interior to afford relief. Mr. Baber, of H.B.M.’s Consular Ser- 
vice, left on the 22ud January for Chungking (one of the ports 
on the Upper Yangtaze, to be opened under the new Convention). 
He was accompanied by Lieut. Gill, who, it is understood, in- 
tends staying some time in Szechuen. The Chinese officials seem 
to be keeping good faith with regard to posting che Yunnan pro- 
clamation Avgentleman who has recently travelled between 
Hangchow and Ningpo states that he saw it posted “not only 
in the walled cities, but in almost all the important towns and 
villages on the way.” The Peking Gazette contains a memorial 
ordering an investigation to be made into the circumstances with 
reference to the outrage reported in Szechuen in November last, 
when it was stated that a number of people who had assembled 
to protest against the excessive exactions demanded from them 
were attacked by a body of troops, who killed many of them and 
carried off women and girls by way of booty. It, of course, re- 
mains to be seen how far the people who “assembled to protest ” 

took of the nature of a mob on the point of or actually riot- 
Ing. There are a great many ways of assembling and protest- 
ing which might justify strong opposition on thd part of the au- 
thorities,

From Japan we have nothing very definite with regard to the 
rebellion, At the date of departure of this mail there were, 
however, some symptoms of discuntent, and a variety of disturb- 
ing and sinister rumours. The details of the fire at Yokohama 
on the 14th Jan. are given, together with an estimate of the in- 
terest insured in the various offices, which amounts to about 
$168,000, The Japanese Government have hit upon a compara- 
tively simple mode of curtailing expenditure to meet the reduc- 
tion in the land-tax, by sending away a large number of their 
officials, and laying feavy imposts on the salaries of the 
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remainder. The measure, as may be readily imagined, is 
loudly complained of. The new paper, the Tokio Times, is 
~evidently prepared to go all lengths in_pro-Japanese views, 
It takes up the defence of Sir Charles Dilke’s recent article. 
and declares that “his mistakes are trivial,” and that he ought 
tohave “strolled over to Kensington-gardens with his manu- 
script or his proof-aheets, and submitted them to the inspec- 
tion of some ever attachés of the Japanese Lagation.” This ix 
no doubt an infallible mode of being right from the Japanese 
point of view. On the exterritoriality question this new oracle 
is still more outspoken, holding that “ it is nothing but the hesi- 
tation of the Japanese Government in acting upon a truth they 
know to be indisputable that retards a common understanding 
of the broad fact that the laws of this Empire are. as they ouvht 
to be, binding upon all persons who live within its limits.” 
Quite ac, and a part of those laws is that foreigners are exempt 
from them. From Hong Kong the most interesting item of 
news is that the repairs to the Praya are to be commenced without 
delay. The building society scheme has been again discussed. 
HE. Sir Arthor Kennedy has distributed the priz 
native acholars at the Government Central Schools. 
























From the Straits the question of the final settlement and 
government of the Native States is still the subject of discus- 
sion, and pending such settlement nothing is undertaken to de- 
-velop the commercial resources of the country. The present 
zituation is deacribed as most delicate, even critical, and it will 
require intimate knowledge, much judgment, and great watchful- 
neas for some time to come to prevent untoward events, which 
mey happen atany time. ‘The proposed visit of Sir William Jer- 
vois to Australia has been discussed, but nothing of a definite 
nature had been communicated. No meetings of the Legislative 
Council are reported. 

Sir Wiliam Gregory, Governor of Ceylon, left Galle in the 
P, and O. steamer Tanjore for Australia, on three months’ leave. 
Mr. Colvill Barclay, Auditor-General of Ceylon, has retired from 
the Colonial Service, and the Anditor-(ieneral at Singapore, Mr. 
C. J. Irving, is talked of in Ceylon as his successor,

YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port 
~ sto the 23rd January, and we have advices by the Pacific Mail 
Company's steamer City of Tokio, cia San Francisco, to the 
22nd January. The French mail from London, Dee. 1, was 

received on the 20th January. 

The anticipated visitof the Mikadoto Kioto has been postponed. 
‘The reason is not stated, and the posthonement appears to have 
been unexpected, as the Dowager Empress left for that place, by 
land, on the 1th Jan., and Prince Arisugawa-no-Miya and 
many members of the Imperial household by the mail steamer 
on the 17th. 

Nothing very definite is stated in the present papers with re- 
ference to the rebellion. Flying rumours were going round as to 
the unsettled state of the Ka ima Ken, but little news cf an 
authentic character has been obtained. 

Great reductions have been made in the Government depart- 
mente in order to meet the loss of revenue cunsequent upon the 
reduction of the land tax. Our Yokohama Correspondent (whose 
Jeter is subjoined) gives a humourous and clear history of this 
rather severe measure. The Jupin Herald, referring to it, states 
that “ officials of the different offices are generally dismissed ex 
raasse and the majority are then re-appointed to a rank one step 
Jower than before, Still a vast number of officials, especially of 
the lower classes, who can least afford it, have been entirely dis- 
missed, and there is no doubt that much misery must be caused 
thereby. The total amount of the saving caused by these re- 
ductions is about $7,000,000. The dismissals are either alto- 
gether too sweeping, or far too many ofliciuls have heretofore 
been employed. 

Details are brought by the present mail of the extensive fire 
which took place on the 13th January, and of which telegraphic 
advice had been sent to Hong Kong and Shanghai. The Japan 
‘Mail gives the following accountof this disastrous occurrence :— 

‘At half-past one on Saturday night (Jan, 13), smoke was 

. observed to issue from the house on lot No. 59, the lower story 
of which is occupied by Messrs, Kelly and Co, and Mr, Getfeney, 
and the upper atory by the Chamber of Commerce. An alarin 
was immediately given, and the bell of the Roman Catholic 
Chapelat once summoned assistance. When the engines arrived 
on the spot it was found that the fire had obtained a complete 
hold on the building where it had originated, and was spreading 
to the adjoining one, in the ocenpation of Messrs, Stillfried and 
Co, the photographers, ‘This it soon became apparent was 
doomed, so efforts were directed to endeavour to save Messrs. 
Lane, Crawford and Cos store, and to prevent the fire extend- 

in the opposite direction to lot No. 28, and across the street 
to the Chartered Mercantile Bank, and the building formerly 














ocenpied by the Deutsch Bank. The hot was so intense thal 
one time great fears were enterttined for all these buildings, 
end more than once Messrs. Wetmore and Cv.’s house at No, 28 
was on fire, but fortunately the flames were prevented from 
takiag a hold on that building or extending across the road. By 
this time aailors from the Mode: and Japauese men-of-war in 
the harbour were landed, and rendered most efficient eervice in 
salving property, and doing all that was possible to prevent the 
fire spreading. No efforts, however, could save Messrs, Lane, 
Crawford and Co.’s; the wiudows of the upper story of the 
store and the office soon caught fire, and quickly spread to all 
parts of the building, while the buke"rouse and outhouses rapidly 
caught fire, and were destroyed. All the books, papérs, &., be- 
longing to the firm were saved, and mneh of the stock, which 
was carried to lot No.9 The new well at the Roman 
Catholic Chapel was found to be of great service, as from it the 
principal supply of waeer was obtained, while a section of hose 
was led down to the sea for a further supply. About three 
o'clock Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Co.’s large building was one- 
mass of flume, and as the interior of the building waa consumed 
the stone walls at the sides and back fell with a crash, but the 
front wall was left standing 1 elf—a souree of danger to all 
who had oceasion to pass,—while every now and then an ex- 
plosion—whether of gunpowder, <pirits, or kerosene oil is un- 
certain—would take place, The large two-storied godown at 
the, rear of the store next cuicht fire, and as it was impos- 
sible to bring the engines to bear on it, the fire had its 
own way unchecked, but was fortanately prevented from 
spreading beyoud this building, and by half-past four all 
serious appreensions of it extenling further happily ceased, 



















































At one time great fears were entertained that Messrs. 
Ahrens and Co.'s premises on lot No, 29 would catch fire; 
and Messrs, Reiss and Cos buildings on lot No. 30 were 


also in danger, and it was found advisable to remove the books 
of the firm to a place of safety. Fortunately, a judicious use of 
water, and the employment of coolies to extinguish the flakes of 
fire which were flying about, averted this danger, and the direc- 
tion of the wind prevented the tlames communicating to the row 
of mew buildings on Jot No. G0, At the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank a small private engine was bronzht to bear on the dangerous 
woolen eaves of that building, except at such time when the 
inexperience of those handling the hose led them to play on the 
crowd in the street, and a stream of water was now and then 
directed on the blistered front of the old Deutsche Bank. The 
front wall of Messrs. Lane, Crawford aud Co.’s store did not fall 
until after six o'clock, and although the fire might have been 
considered as then sub«lued, it was vet necessary that the engines 
should continue to play on the mass of fire which was still raging 
beneath the debris of the fallen buildings. Indeed, this was 
done all yesterday, and even now the fire is not entirely extin- 
guished, 

All the buildings which were destroyed were insured, as was 
also Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Cos stock, and the property of 
the Chamber of Commerce, other sutferers by the fire, and the 
total amount of the loss cannot be under $200,000, 

The Herald gives the subjoined as the sums lost by the dife- 
rent offices, “as nearly as it can ascertain.” ‘There is, of course, 
some salvage, Lut it is feared Lut a very small percentage of the

At the cemetery the ‘cofin was met by the Rev. A. C. Shaw, cf 
‘Tokio, who performed the burial service over the grave, after 
which three volleys of musketry were'tired, and the procession

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thirty-four years of age, succeeded C lass in the 
direction of the College about one year ago. much and 
deservedly esteemed both by his friends and also by the pupils 
aud others under his charge.

Another of these startling reforms which would be impossible

has been reduced by eight million dollars, or one-half of what it 
has been heretofore. Changes of the most complete nature have 
been made in the Government offices, Offices have been entirely 
abolished, officials dismissed, the salaries of those remaining re- 
duced and rendered liable to an income-tax heavy in proportion 
to the amount of emolument received. The Finance Minister's 
scheme is a very simple one—far too simple to be followed by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. Those officers who receive 
high salaries, aay, three hundred yen a month and upwards, pay 
the Government one-fifth. How would our own heads of de- 
partments Ii! “an income-tax of four shillings in the 
pound? Offi g sularies of two hundred and eighty 
yen paya tax of one-tenth. Officials of lower rank with salaries 
down to eighty yen are taxed at one-twentieth, and the werst 
paid are exempt, apparently, from income-tax altogether. 
So it has fallen to the lot of an Eastern Government to lay 
down the extraordinary proposition in political economy that 
those who can best afford it shall contribute moat towards the 
expenses of the State, a notion so heterodox as to provoke 
horror and amazement in civilised financiers, 
‘The Mikado will probably leave to-morrow for Kioto, where 
the Empress now is. An Exhibition, which foreigners are 
specially invited to attend, is to be held there in the hundred 
jays following the 15th March, The Emperor will open the 
Kioto-Kobe Railway in person. Sir Harry Parkes and_most of 
the other foreign Ministers accompany his Majesty to Kobe. 
Retired Commander C. W. Jones, R.N., director of the Im- 
perial Naval College at Tokio, died of paralysis at his residence 
on the 15th inst. The deceased officer, who was only thirty- 
four years of age, is much regretted, especially by his pupils. 
One hundred and twenty-five of these cadets, under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Baillie and Chief Engineer F, W. Sutton, R.N,, 
ag well asa large concourse of officers from the men-of war, 
native officials, civil aud_ military, and “foreign residents,” 
attended the funeral in the Yokuhama Cemetery, where a firing 
party from H.M.S. Modeste rendered the last honowrs to their 
compatriot.

TIENTSIN. . 

The North China Daily News corcespondent writes cn 
Jan. 2 

Our winter is passing very quietly so far. Not even the ordi- 
nary amount of Chinese robberies are reported to us. This is, 
I think, because of the night-patrol instituted hy Governor Li 
last autumn, At least I can attribute it to no other cwuse ; for 
the influx of so many straugers as the famine haw driven into 
Tientsiu would, oue would suppose, increase the tendoucy to 
such misdemeanours. On the other hund, these poor villagers are 
generally the most honest of the Chinese people. 

L have heard that the average ratio of deaths among these 
poor, who came in half famished and in rags, is one-fourth, but 
Lam not able to verify the statement. want to get some 
approximate estimate of the aumbers who have come, but find it 
dificult to get anything reliable. All that I can Hu i, that 
people “not a few” receive gruel at the soup kitchens daily, 
which I can verify by the numbers running «bunt the streets 
with a tay” around their necks and an earthen dish under one 
arm. But that is not very definite for statistical purpeses. 
The Rev. Mr. Hodge, and Mr. Moulls, of the Taku Customs,

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KUKIANG. 

The water is reported to have been lower in the river than it 
has been known to be for ten years past. ‘The port is described as 
having presented a very busy aspect, in consequence of the num- 
ber of steamers that have been working here together. 

Writing upon the sale of the S.S.N. Company's steamers to 
the Chinese the correspondent of the Herald says :— 

“It is only natural to expect that the Chinese flag would ab- 
sorb the preponderance of its own internal carrying trade, but it 
seems to us that no time can be more opportune than the pre- 
sent for a greater display of the British flag on the river. For 
the past two years it ha’ enjoyed the largest share of the river 
steamer tonnage ; and assuming that the American river tonnage 
will now be transferred to the Chinese flag, to which may be 
added the tonnage represented by the old and new river boatsof 
the C.MLS.N, Company now employed, there would still be a 
large margin left for other flags, and at a time when several hun- 
dred miles more of river have been opened with ports of call on 
the way, which will act as feeders to the line.” 

The bund has been faced with stone throughout its entire 
length, which adds much to its stability and appearance. A 
Russian firm is laying the foundation for large premises, so that 
it does not seem that the port is likely to be abandoned yet a 
while. 

















NANKING. 

The Sinpao says there is an active demand at Nanking for 
Martini-Henry rifles. ‘The Viceroy has done away with the old 
archery practice, and substituted rifle-shooting—for proficiency 
in which good prizes are apparently offered, ‘The competitors 
buy their own weapons, and, finding their old muskets and 
jingals bave no chance against Martini-Henrys, those who have 
hitherto been handicapped with the former are endeavouring to 
put themselves on an equality with their rivals, 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
January ; the P, and O, mail from London Dee. 8 was received 
on the 25th Jan. 

‘The Chinese Emperor has in the Sonth-park, near Peking, a 
peculiar breed of deer called the Elaphurus Davidiarius. This 
singular animal is only known to exist in the South-park of 
Peking. It escaped the notice of Cibot and other Jesuits. Abbé 
David was the first to describe it, and it bears his name. Speci- 
mens have been presented on various oecasions to ‘the French 
Minister at Peking, to the English Minister, and to the German 
Minister, the last in the early part of the present year. Those 
presented to Sir R. Alcock for his Sovereign died, with the ex- 
ception of two, which were saved by being fed under Mr. Swin- 
hoe’s direction with elm twigs, in addition to other food. They 
were in 187) in good condition at the Regent’s-park Zoological 

fardens. The country people near the park are fond of eating this 

species of deer. When the Emperor Hien-feng fled to Jehol, in 
1360, some of then thought they might steal these animals from 
the park with impanity. Thirteen persons were captured and 
beheaded for the thefts then committed. : 

Money is being subscribed in Peking and Tientsin to reliev 
the starving poor in Shantung, now suffering from a barren year. 
They are eating roots and leaves of trees. The Rev. W. N. 
Hall has appealed for help to the foreign community, 

The news brought from this port by the present mail is not of 
special importance, and the papers are filled up mainly with the 
discussion of topics of general interest. The election of mem- 
bers for the French Municipal Council was concluded on the 
24th January, resulting in the return of the following gentle- 
men, viz.:—Messrs. Vinay, Louvier and Millot, Freuch mem- 
Bers; and Hennequin and H. De C. Forbes, Foreign members. 
Messrs, Lang, Rice, and Voisin, whose term of office has not ex- 
pired, complete the Council. 

The election of officers of the North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatie Society has taken place. Mr, T. W. Kingsmill is 
chosen as President, aud Messrs, C. W. Goodwin and Forbes as 
Vice Presidents. * 

The North China Herald gives the following items of general 
news :— 

At the Supreme Court, before C. W. Goodwin, Esq., and a jury 
William E:lwards was tried on the charge of feloniously attempt- 
ing to stealj four wooden boxes from the treasure-room of the 
ner /Zupeh, on the night of the 10th December last. The 
facts of the case are well known. Rosquistis evidence of the pri- 
soner’s identification was stronger than at the preliminary 
examination, and he was not subjected to cross-examination by 
the prisoner, who was found guilty by the jury. His Lordship 
expressed his approval of the verdict, and sentenced prisoner to 
twelve months’ imprisonment, and ordered hiw to be deported 
in default of his finding sureties, at the expiration of his sen- 
tence, for his future good behaviour. 

Three fives, but fortunately not of an extenssive character 
have occurred.

A rumour got afloat that lekin was to be levied on British, 
and remitted on German owned, opium. The above-named 
paper, however, says that no credit is to be attached to it, adding, 
that any such action would be a gross breach of Art. LIV. of 
the English Treaty, and would necessitate the immediate removal 
of the lekin office from the Settlement. 

‘The Sinpao says certain mandarins are thinking of purchasing 
dredging-machines, to hasten the work of clearing the water- 
ways of this province, It would be the most sensible outlay of 
money of which they have been guilty for some time. Antici- 
pating the result of their work, and of a prospective snow-fall, 
the Stnpao says, “ the fields will be filled with labourers, traders 
will be able to travel to and fro, the people will warble from 
sheer contentment, and everybody will benefit from the boun- 
teous care of the Goverument-” 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to the ist February ; the 
P. and O. mail from London, Dee. 22, arrived out on the 3lat 
January. 

The scheme for the repair of the Praya has been matured, 
It involves an expenditure of some $200,000. The works will 
be commenced immediately after China New Year—Feb. 13. 
The question of setting on foot a building society, which was 
some time ayo discussed, has been again brought forward, and 
appears to have elicited some interest. On the 18th Sanuary sn 
ailjourned meeting of those interested in the scheme took place, 
Mr. Wilson in the chair, when a motion by Mr. Coughtrie that 
Messrs. G. Sharp, H. L. Noronha, Chun Ayin, the Chairman, 
and Mr. Welsh, should form a provisional committee to investi- 
gate the chances of success of lus proposed society, and, if i is 
deemed advisable, to organise it, was carried nem. con, 

‘At the meetings of the shareholders in the Hong Kong, Can- 
ton, and Macao Steamboat Company and the Hong Kong Hotel 
Company the reports summarised fin our last were passed nem, 
con. 

The case of Browne v. Alabor has been brought to a conclu- 
sion, after a very lengthened hearing. The jury were unanimous 
in disallowing the counter claim of the defendants. As to the 
plaintitiy’ claim, the item of $4,027.12 was allowed by 6 to 1; 
the item of $60.80, also by 6 to 1; the item of $7,500—the bar- 
gain money paid- disallowed by 4 to 3; of the amount for the 
bags share at $720, $53.4 was allowed by 6 to1; making, in 
all, $4,591.92 in favour of the plaintiffs, Interest was granted 
at the rate of 8 per cent. from the 12th May, 1874, the date of 
the plaintitf’s draft, which was dishonoured by the defendants, 

From the China Mail we condense the subjoined :—

His Excellency the Governor has_ recognised provisionally, 
aud until further notice, Baron von Soden as in charge of his 
Imperial Russian Majesty's Consulate at this port, vice Mr. John 
Heard, vesigued. The Baron has also been recognised as Actiug 
Consul for his Imperial Germanic Majeaty during the absence 
of Mr. J. F. Cordes. 

Lieut, Farmer (28th Regiment) was injured by a fall from 
his horse at Little Hong Kong. The wound occasioned is a 
severe one, owing to the jagged nature of the rocks on which Mr. 
Farmer was thrown. 

The Annie Gray (Captain Moore) struck on a ledge of rocks, 
on the night of the 19th January, while trying to enter Chefoo 
Harbour, and there is very little chance of saving the vessel or 
any of the cargo. 

A curious native conjuring trick has attracted some attention. 
It is called the “Speaking Head,” which appears in a basin on 
the table. ‘The spectators may ask it any questions, and it 
answers accordingly. The “Head” speaks several languages, 
and simply astonishes, at all events, the Chinese visitors, Large 
crowds of Chinese are attracted to the place, and it is needleas 
to say that the adventurous promoters of the exhibition derive 
a good income. The deception is no doubt produced by the aid 
of a mirror, in the same manner as the “cabinet trick” is per- 
formed.

MANILA. 

The value of exports from Manila, Cebu, and To Ilo during 
1876 amount to nineteen millions of dollars. The number of 
vessels from the high seas that entered the port of Manila last 
year was 258 according to the Comercio, Their nationalities were 
as follow : Spanish 104, British 86, American 36, German 17, 
French 10, Norwegian 3, Dutch 1, and Italian 1. Of the total 
number 95 were steam vessels, 

The Comercio announces that a great fire has laid in ashes 
Laoag, the chief town of Ilocos Norte, 3,000 houses having been 
consumed by the flames, and thousands of families, finding them- 
selves without shelter, in the streets ; the Government was as- 
sisting these unfortunates with money. Another fire at San 
Fernundo de Pampanga, which broke out in the dwelling of a 
Chinaman who was smoking opium at the time, consumed about 
120 houses. 

From further details of the hurricane which raged in the 
Philippines in November last, it appears that in the district of 
Bohol alone there perished, or were destroyed, 93 persons, 185 
head of cattle, and 76 horses, 7 Government houses, 19 Courts 
of Justice, 22 churches, 19 convents, 64 schools, 38 bridges, 135 
manufactories of wood, 48 storehouses, 435 plank houses, 1,533 
houses of attap and rattan, 4I boats and 7 prahus. Other dis- 
tricts suffered more or less severely. 

A new daily journal, La Oceania Espanola, is now being pub- 
lished at Manila, the first number of which was issued on the lst 
ult. It appears to be very respectably got up both in material 
and general arrangement.

SINGAPORE. 

The present P.and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 8th February ; the French mail from London Dec. 29th was 
received on the 3lst January, and the following P. and O. 
mail of Jan. 5 arrived out on the 7th February. We take the 
following items of intelligence from the Straits Times :— 

Everything has been quiet in the Malay States during the 
fortnight, and favourable reports continue to be received of the 
reventtes, the general administration of affairs, and the progress 
of trade, Confidence, however, has not, and will not be, restored 
until the Perak Government has been finally settled. With 
every allowance for the difficulties as to the Sultansbip of this 
State, the hesitation and_ delay of the Home Government in 
coming toa decision on this point are doing a gr 
and the mischief is aggravated by the strict 
and maintained iu the matter, which ia misunderstood aud gives 
rise to all sorts of rumoura in no way complimentary to the re- 
pute or dignity of the British Government. It is much to be 
desired that this delicate matter should be decided withuut much 
longer delay. 

The news comes from Australia that Sir Hercules Robinson, 
Governor of New South Wales, has telegraphed to the Secretary 
of State on behalf of all the Australian Colonies to depute an

The E. and A. Mail Co.’s steamer Somerset arrived with dates 
from Sydney 12, and other Australian ports, on the 29th January, 
and was despatched on tie return voyage to Australia with the 
London mails of the 5th January. News has been received here 
of the total wreck of the same Company's steamer Singapore on 
a sunken reef off one of the Cumberland group of islands on 
the 2nd, while on a voyage from Hong Kong to Sydney. No 
particulans have been reotived but thst the pasvengers and crew 

ave been saved, 

‘The Chinese portion of the community appear to have accepted 
the establishment of Chinese Post-offices without ang idea of fur- 
ther open opposition. It is said, however, that the Government 

offices will continue to be opposed by private Post-offices, and

that endeavours are being made to get the Mandarins of Amoy, 
and Swatow, &., to obstruct the distribution of letters by the 
Government postmasters in these ports. The reports of Mr. 
Pickering, Chinese Interpreter, and of Superintendent Maxwell 
upon the riot of December last make it clear that the disturbance 
was the work of the Towkays engaged in the business of the 
transmission of letters and remittances between the Straits and 
China. They thought that a riot would force Government to 
give up the idea of regular Post-offices, Secret instead of open 
opposition will probably be continued for some time, but the 
cheapness, accuracy, and despatch of the Government Post-office 
will, no doubt, be soon properly appreciated and availed of. 

The 6th Feb., the anniversary of the foundation of the Settle- 
ment, was observed as a general holiday by the Goveroment 
offices, but mail work interfered with its observance by the 
banks’ and mercantile offices. The Telegraph Dramatic Club 
gave a theatrical entertainment on the evening of the 5th, 
‘There was a large attendance, and the performance was very 
succéssful, There have been several cricket matches on the 
Esplanade during the fortnight between the military and uaval 
officers at present here and the members of the S.C.C. 

The Orontes, troopship, left for Mauritius and the Cape on the 
25th January; the /imalaya, troopship, arrived here on Friday, 
the 2nd February. 

The harbour has been enlivened by the presence of the Ger- 
man corvette Veneta, at present on a craise in the China seas, 
and the American frigate Tennessee. Both, according to the 
China papers, are on their way to Australian waters. 

The Chinese New Year falls this year on Tuesday, the 13th 
February, and the usual cracker-firing will begin at six P.. on 
Monday, the 12th, and last, within specified hours, till eleven p.m. 
of Tuesday, the 27th. 

A correspondent of the Straits Times announces the seizure of 
the Sultana (British) by the Spaniards off Sooloo—and the Go- 
vernor of Labuan was requested to interpose. 

The U. 8. steam frigate Tennessee, Captain Young, bearing the 
flag of Rear-Admiral William Reynolds, commander-in-chief of 
the American Squadron in China and Japan, anchored in the 
roads from Bangkok. i 

The Straits steamer Sharpskooter was@6ld kt Penang for the 
sum of $16,000, and she will run between that port and Atchin. 

The steamer Banglok, which conveyed the Siamese Embassy 
to Calcutta, to attend the Imperial Assemblage at Delhi, has re- 
turned to this port. The Embassyflanded at Quedab, and will 
proceed overland to Bangkok.

IMPORTS. 


Yoxouama.—Business in imports has been generally quiet. The 
higher prices telegraphed from Manchester have caused holders to 
show some firmness for Yarns, but dealers ave not responded, although 
at the close there is a slightty better inquiry for 16/24. Shirtings are 
entirely devoid of any animation, and with stocks accumulating, very 
low prices have to be taken in order to effect sules, A few small tran- 
sactions in Drills, Prints and Lawns are recorded, and Velvets have 
been sold to a fuir extent at about previous quotations. Turkey Reds 
ave very difficult of sale, and Tathichelass keeps quite nominal. In 
Woollens, sales of Black Lustres have beea made at lower rates, and 
Italian Cloth has kept fairly saleable, Mousselines are, however, 
quieter agair,, Metals are very quiet. 

Hivco,—No improvement his taken place in the position of the 
market. Cottons--Grey Shirtings : Deliveries have been limited to 
5,450 pieces ; the dealers have shown some inclination to purchase, 
but holders genernlly refuse to sell at quotations, Turkey Red Cam- 
brics and Black Velvets are entirely neglected. Some descriptions of 
Chintz have found buyers, and Black Sateens are saleable at former 
rates, Worsteds and Woollens; Black Lastings are lower. Black 
Orleans are almost unsaleable. Plain Mousselines de Laine are 
neaninally unchanged, but sales cannot be made except at a further 
concession, A parcel of superior Printed Goods bas been placed at 
higher rates, Black Cloth has been sold at low prices, Iron: The 
market is again weaker. 

SHaNcuar.—Cottons; There had been but a mederate amount of 
business in Piece Guods; rates, however, had been well maintained, and 
in some instances were higher. Grey Shirtings of 6 Ibs. weight were 
stronger for the lower grades; 7 Ibs. quiet at unchanged prices. 
8 ibs. common not in much request ; medium ssld in considerable 
quantities at auction, and some marks lower in value. Good 8} Ibs. 
Shirtings strong and advanced somewhat in price. 9 Ibs, no males.

6 lbs, Mexicans no basiness, 7 Iba.t best quality dearer and in some 
enquiry, 8 Ibs. strong at a slight advance. Handkerchiefs, unchanged. 
Dyed and Fancy Cottons had not attracted much attention. Woollens: 
Spanish Stripes had been sold at public auction at rather lower rates. 
Medium and Habit Cloths: Quiet with smull sales. English Camlets: 
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Sales at auction showed a stronger market. Long Ells in moderate 
demand at last quotations, Lastings, quiet. rape Lastings and 
Lustres, no business. Figured Orleans, small business. Plain Orleans, 
prices unchanged but without sales. : _ 
Cunyxiano.—Mesers. Spencer and Wolff write on the 17th January : 
—Buriuess in Manchester Goode during the past week has been but 
small, and maiply confined to the satisfaction of the requirements of 
local traders, Tentative bids have been made for larger parcels in the 
anticipation of an advance in rates when the spring demand ets in; 
“but the prices offered have been for the most part far too low to tempt 
holders, in the face of a strong market at Shanghai, and higher prices 
in Manchester. We are again unable to give quotations, as in the 
absence of anything like a steady demand, rates have ruled very 
irregular, 
Hono Kono.—Mesars. Olyphant and Co.'s Circular says :—Cotton 
“Yarns: The market bas been rather more active for all kinds, and 
Nos, 16 to 24 English Yarns have been freely bought at aclight_nd- 
vance in value ; Bombay Yarns and Nos. 28 to 32 and 38 to 42 Eng- 
lich, however, have not been freely taken, owing to the firmness of im- 
porters, who are demanding a considerable advance, Piece Goods : 
Under the influence of a fair enquiry for the Pakhoi market and a 
speculative demand in anticipation of an improved enquiry after the 
turn of the Chinese New Year, larger purchases have been tande than 
during any fortnight for several months back. Prices of 7 Ib, and 
8.4 Ib.

MISSION WORK IN CHINA. 

THE past year will long be remembered in many parts of 
China as one of zeal and encouraging progress in the Mis- 
sion field. The principal and most hopeful feature in con- 
nection with the Mission of the Church of England is the 
addition to the native clergy of no less than eight catechists 
who had proved themselves qualified for the Diaconate. Of 
these four were ordained at Ningpo by Bishop RUSSELL, and 
four at Foochow by Bishop BuRDON, who writes that dur- 
ing a three weeks’ tour of the principal Mission stations in 
the Fukhien district he confirmed about 500 persons and 
baptised 200, including about thirty children. St. Paul's 
College at Hong Kong has again resumed its original pur- 
pose as a training college for Mission clergy, and its stu- 
dents have recently been added to by six English students 
who have gone out with the Rev. E. Davys, the vicar of 
an English parish whom ill health has compelled for a time 
to resort to a warmer climate, and who has undertaken the 
instruction of the students for some months. Such an 
example is worthy of imitation, as it cannot fail to create 
an interest in the Church's foreign missions, not only in 
the heart of the vicar himself but of the parishioners, to 
whom he will be able to explain from personal observation 
the claims, the needs, and the results of the Missionary’s 
work in a heathen land. Towards the support of the 
various schemes in connection with Sa Paul's College the 
Bishop has received during the past two years ab «ut 1,300, 
and earnestly appeals for further help, A picture of Trinity 
Church at Shanghai, which has recently been made the 
Cathedral of the Bishop of North China, appears in the 
last issue of the Illustrated London News.

A Ride to Khiva, Br Freverick Burnasy, Capt. Royal 
Horse Guards.—London : Cassell, Petter and Galpin.—This ix a 
very interesting account of a ride to Khiva, accomplished by the 
author, and will be found to convey much information upon the 
Russian trade in Central Asia and. the Russo-Indian question. 
In the opinion of the author of this work, who has evidently 
studied the subject carefully, Russia from her present position

Merve is close to Herat, and should the Afghans join 
with Russia, a direct advance might be made upon India through 
the Bolan [Pass, If Kashgar were permitted to fall into the 
Czar’s possession, we should lose our prestiye with the Moham- 
medans in Central Asia, whilst the occupation of Kashgar 
would prove a disagreeable thorn in our side, and give rise to 
endless intrigues.” Captain Burnaby’s book is written in an ex- 
tremely pleasing and thoughtfal style, and will be perused with 
pleasure by all interested in Asiatic subjects, 


The Opium Question. By the Rev. A. E. Moute, of Ningpo.— 
This paraphlet, which is circulated by the Anti-Opiun Society, 
deals at considerable length with the opium trade, and the ques- 
tions which have arisen in connection with it. Asa means of 

riuging the traffic to an end, he proposes following a suggestion 
of Mr. Macdonald, the incresse year: by year of the export duty 
on the drog, which would cause it in the course of a moderate 
time to reach a point at which it would no longer be saleable in 
China, If, Mr. Moule holds, native opium is grown unchecked 
in China, snd the Indian drug is thus raised in price, the Indian 
drug must soon be out of the market altogether. If, on the 
other hand, the Chinese Goverument is both willing and able to 
concert pluns for combined action, and if stringent prohibitory 
edicts against native growth and native use of opium are issued 
and enforced, the foreign drug will also be ata discount. The 
plague may last a generation before it is eradicated ; but this 
period is, he trusts, unnecessarily long for the extinction of this 
great blot on England’s honour. The experiment as to how far 
a rise in price of the foreign drug will hasten the adoption of 
the native in preference, will, he adds, possibly receive an early 
trial, for all the Goveroment monopoly districts have been in 
peril from the dronght, save the emull portions irrigated by 
‘canals. 





' The Geographical Magazine for March continues Mr. Venu- 
oPs topographical ‘surveys in Asiatic Russia, In Wesloyan 
Hissionary Notices for March the Rev. A. W. Nightingale, of 
‘Wu-chang, gives a brief account of a journey which he has re- 
cently made up the River Han to Siaug-yang Fu, an important 
town some 400 miles above Haukow. About half-way, he tells 
us, the character of the river undergoes a complete change ; in- 
stead of being a uarrow river, not much wider than the Thames 
at Richmond, if widens out, and in many places is two miles 
broad. In summer, when the water is high, he enys it must be 
a noble stream, and capable of allowing the largest steamers to 
travel upon its waters. During the lat 200 miles of his journe 
Mr. Nightingale saw only two large towns of importance, Votl 
a mile or eo distant from the river. One of these, he says, “had 
only once been visited by foreigners, and that years ago,” but in 
this assertion we think he is mistaken. On the left bank of the 
Han, opposite to Siaug-yang, is Fan-tsing, where the traveller 
found “a fine business-like street, having shops equal to those at 
Hankow.” Though an unwalled town, it is one of the chief 
commercial marts of the empire, and “thither flock travellers 
and merchants from all parts of Northern China.” 








The Academy states that on the completion of the publication 
of the scientific results of the Austrian “ Nurara Expedition,” 
the Commission of the Royal Academy of Science, at Vienna, 
appointed to superintend this work, has newly issued an index 
of the whole series of volumes, and a short review of their labours 
in the form of a letter to the Emperor of Austria, This scien- 
tific voyage round the world was carried out, it may be remem- 
dered, between April 1857, and August 1859, the route chosen 
haviug been very nearly the same as part of that followed in 
later years by the C/ The scientific commission of the 
wVovara, besides the officers under Commodore von Wullerstorf- 
Urbair, consisted of Dr. Karl Scherzer for ethnography, Dr. F. 
Hochatetter for geology, Dr. E. Schwarz (died 1862) and J. 
Telinek for botany, Georg Frauenfeld (died 1873) and Johann 
Zelebor (died 1869) for zoology, and the artist Joseph Selleny 
(died 1875). It was not till 1863 that it was decided that the 
scientific material should be worked out at Government expense ; 
ibis is now complete in a magnificent series of twenty-two 
volumes. 


The Bulletin de la Société de Geographie for January contains 





a well-written article on British India from the pen of Mr. Paul 
Vidal Lablache. Speaking of the famines he says :—“ The old 
countries of India are afllicted by a special evil, which is by no 
means the smallest care of their Governors—excess of population. 
Famines and a chronic state of economical pressure are the con- 
sequences of this phenomenon. It seems also to be mixed up 
with religions ideas or with fears deeply rooted in the Tudian 
mind. Will it be seen manifesting itasif one day in the portion 
of thecountry of which the development has commenced ?”

ution was passed suggesting to the Council the need of great 
caution in exercising this authorisation, as it wasextremely di 
cult to decide that a given document was not, or might not here- 
after prove to be, of genealogical or historical value. 

At the Paychological Society on March 1, Mr. Serjeant Cox, pre- 
sident, in the chin, Professor Plumptre read a paper on “The 
Psychology of the Voice.” In pursuance of a new regulation 
that debates on papers read should be taken at the next meeting, 
the adjourned discussion was had upon the President's paper “ On 
Sleep and Dream.” Professor Ferrier’s discoveries uf the func- 
tions of the brain were described. 

At the Philological Society on March 2, H. Sweet, Exq., Presi- 
dent, in the chair, Mr. A. J. Ellis, V.P,, read a paper “On the 
Comparative Phonology of the English Dialects,” explaining his 
attempts, by collecting examples and versions of one compara- 
tive specimen fromliving dialectal speakers, during the last 
four years, to form “phonetic districts,” which adopted the 
same system of pronunciation within certain limits. 

At the Linnean Society, on March 1, Prof. Allman, Presi- 
dent, in the chair, the embryo of Dyospyros embryopteris, Pers., 
upon the fruit of which species Gaertner founded his genus Em- 
bryopteris, was exhibited by Mr. W. P. Hiern. He explained 
how that the immature fruit was gathered in India for the 
sake of the tannin contained, and hence the probability of 
Gaertner’s having been miz1:d as to the true structurepffthe seed 
and imperfect embryo, which Mr. Hiern now correctly describes.

SPAIN AND SNOLOO. 

The Madrid correspondent of the Standard writes :—Last autumn 
the British and German Governments again put forward their claim 
for thereatitution of the veasels and for the liberty of trade with Sooloo 
in future. Count Hutzfeld, the-German Minister, in presence of the 
new outrage on the Minna, spoke with renewed vigour, and got fresh 
instructions to be sent out to the Naval Department in the Philippines. 
The matter stands now at a dead calm, because official correspondence 
is expected from Manila, and a new governor-general has been sent 
out in the person of *General Moriones. This able and energetic 
officer, who alone of the Spanish commanders displayed energy 
ngainst the Carlist rising before the Restomtion, has accepted the 
post vacated by Malcampo. Most people in Madrid think that 
the Ministry sent Moriones to the East to get him out of the 
way, as he wns suspected of entertaining ‘more liberal views than 
most of the generals of the army, and he was known to be popular 
with the officers and with the rank and file. He has taken out with 
him many of the men who fought at hisside during the civil war, and 
his instructions were to give more liberty to the foreign commerce, on 
condition that no contraband of war should be suld to the Moors of 
Souloo. It will be very difficult to get from the Spanish Government 
any formal recoguition of the freedom of trade in territories which are 
de facto independent, because in all international conflicts on such 
issties their policy is that of using delaya ‘and vague promises to gain 
time, and to leave the questions unsolved as long as possible. ‘The 
new Minister of Foreign Affairs, Don Manuel Silvela, has assured the 
British and the German Ministera that he will give his attention to 
their claims. 

‘Twenty-five years ago the late Sir James Brooke brousht forward 
statistics to justify his emazing assertion that fifty thousand pirates 
yearly cruised about the island of Borneo alone. After concisely sum- 
ining up the loss of life and property, which threatened to drive trade 
off those seas, he asked if “any means” could be thought too strong 
which would put a stop to such horrors, Tbe Rajah never imagined a 
system such as the Spaniards have been trying for three years past, 
‘one effect of which was shown in the last letter of our Madrid Corre- 
spondent. By attacks well considered, and carried through with tem- 
perate vigour, the English and the Dutch have almost cleared their 
Eastern realma of piracy, without incurring special odium from 
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the vanquished, But Spain, using force vastly greater, at a cost 
of lite on both sidea far beyond what was needful, has not only 
svoured a fanatic hatred that approaches madness, and has nut 
oly got heraelf into difficulties in Europe, but has conspicrously 
filed in the attempt. Her grand attack on Sugh, with an armada 
o° vessels and 1,700 troops, brought but a barren auecess, and dea- 
t-oyed the power through which “the Moors” might have been brought 
in © percefl habits. The Sulus, Lanmun, Ba'izniui, aud other rovers 
ave alinost abandoned their voyages westward to aweep rvand the 
Spanish colonies, Four years ago it was serivusly urged upon the G>- 
yernment of Manila that letters of marque should be granted to “contra- 
p'rates,” who would tocet the Soolvos on their own terms, and would 
tival them in the profitable trade of murder and slave-catching. This 
Jwoposition was rejected ; but next year a resolution of the superior 
iwrine authority was ingerted in the Diario de Manila scarcely less 
atrocious, It decreed that every vessel found upon the sea sailing 
f om Svoloo or Tawi-Towi shoa!d be captured ; that if those on board 
«auld prove them-clves and their prau to belong to another island—a 
thing iinpossible-—they should be conveyed thither ; but if they could 
not mke sich proof the vessel should be destroyed and the crew 
transported to the northern province, there to labour for life upon 
pubhe works, ‘This tate was ordained for peaceable traders, fishermen, 
d travellers, I any arms shonld be discovered on board—and ro one 
dares sail the Eastern Sea unarmed—the crew were to be delivered 
up to the military Courts for trial, The Diario de Manila explained 
that these measures. which it mildly characterised aa “severe,” were 
intended to “compel an untamuble and seafaring race to live by agri- 
cultural Lubour—on the public works, At the same time a blockade 
was declared. A general outery arose in foreign settlements—froi 
Ching to the Straits Settlement—at ‘such a wonstrous decree ; bat it 
does mot aprear to have ben revealed or abandoned. ‘The letter of 
our corexpondent shows that the blockade is still in force, whilst 
we hear continually of pirate outrages. ‘Trade is almost stopped, to 
the great loss of our colony at Labuan ; but the rovers, who are as 
Vrave and as reckle-s of death asa Northern Berserk in the old times, 
Hut to carry on their horrible busiuess, ‘Thy istard of J.lolo--or 
alulo, us the Spaniards call it—can scarcely be reckoned amongst those

last man into the field, and that even women agitated to the utmost on 
their side, still the Liberal party wrought the palm of victory out of 
their hands and secured a surplus of over 1,400 votes to their candi. 
date, thus at last breaking down what the Svcialists cued their prine 
cipal bulwark in North-western Germany. The member elected is Pro 
fessor Karsten, at Kiel, a vory experienced and earned man, who, in 
his political opinions, holds to that party which ia called the “.Forts- 
achritts Partei,” which already has had many a good struggle with the 
Tperial Government for developing more and more the liberty of the 
people aa far as it is compatible ith the welfare of the State. The 
exasperation with the Sucialists in consequence is at ita height, and 
their leaders intend to protest against this election; but no doubt such 
a protest will be rejected by the Imperial Parliament, as the election 
has been carried out in a perfectly lawful manner.

TAKING the accounts given in the latest Japan papers in 
conjunction with the last telegrams, we are able to form a 
somewhat more accurate idea of the recent disturbances in 
that country. Unfortunately, however, it is still impossi- 
ble to estimate, with an approach to certainty, what the 
extent of the revolt may prove ultimately to be ; but the 
best opinion, as we pointed out recently, inclines to the 
belief that the disturbances are not likely to prove of a 
very: serious character. Troubles among so powerful a 
body of men as the Satzuma clan cannot, it is certain, be 
looked upon lightly. Their power is undoubted ; and if 
they were led on by their chiefs against the Government, 
there is no question the matter would assume a serious 
aspect. From the telegrams, however, it is not clear how 
far this has been, or is likely to be the case ; but at all 
events one thing appears to be certain, namely, that the 
present Government is strong enough to hold its own 
against any opposition that is likely to arise, even taking the 
worst view of the future. The telegrams which have been 
received, though somewhat meagre, all go to confirm this 
opinion ; and we can scarcely understand, therefore, the 
degree to which it appears the disturbances have, accord- 
ing to private telegraphic advices, interfered with trade. 
No doubt the natives of Japan have but too good reason 
to fear any form of rebellion or insurrection ; and doubt- 
less, like most Asiatics, are liable to be greatly scared by 
a well-known and formidable name. The strength of the 
existing Government, too, is, in all likelihood, much under- 
estimated by them; and consequently they may be even 
more apprehensive than outsiders, who can appreciate 
more accurately the changes in the nature of the Govern- 
ment, the increased centralisation, and improved protection 
which have been brought into play since the new order of 
things was introduced. There seems, in reality, no ground 
to apprehend that the present revolt will extend. ‘the 
*~ Government in Japan has been a little too much inclined 
to make its power felt, and has introduced unpopular mea- 
sures, which have caused discontent. But they have, with 
commendable prudence,.set about removing the most press- 
ing of popular grievances—over taxation ; and at the same 
time, according to the last accounts, have been able com- 
pletely to hold their own against the insurgents. There 
is, therefore, every reason to hope that the difficulties 

which have arisen will not be of long duration. 











THE revised Order in Council for the Supreme Court of 
China and Japan, which we mentioned some time back as 
being in hand, is, we learn, receiving its finishing touches 
at the Foreign-office, and may be expected to be issued 
very shortly. It will be necessary to obtain the approval 
of Parliament to it, which will cause a further delay, after 
it has passed through its alterations at the Foreign office. 
The appointment of a Judge to the Supreme Court will 
stand over until the new Order has been passed. We 
trust that the alterations will not be of a too extensive 
character, as the original Order in Council, although it 
undoubtedly requires modification in some points, was 
upon the whole admirably adapted to the requirements of 
such Courts as those of China and Japan. Any attempt 
to introduce an elaborate Code would in all likelihood 
have only the effect of causing the procedure to become 
overlaid with needless and obstructive technicality. The 
long and tedious arguments which wasted the time of the 
Courts here immediately after the Judicature Act was in- 
troduced forma warning as to what is likely to occur in 
China and Japan if an elaborate Code should take the place 
of the present short but well-considered Onler in Council. 


WE understand that during the absence of Sir WILLIAM 
JERVOIS from the Straits Settlements the government is 
to be administered by Col. McLEop, at present command- 
ing the troops. While we have pleasure in congratulating 
Sir Wit11am Jervots onthehonour which is conferred upon 
him on being selected to proceed to Australia to advise on 
the defensive arrangements of the Colonies, we cannot but 
regret that he should be removed, even though temporarily, 


from the sphere of his labours. This principle of borrow- 
ing Governors for special objects is obviously to be depre- 
cated; and it curiously happens that the Straits Settle- 
ments afford a warning of the disasters likely to be produced 
by its being acted upon. Sir ANDREW CLARKE, formerly 
Governor there, after he had taken great pains to adjust 
the troubles in the Malay States, was suddenly withdrawn 
to take a post in India, and there is too much reason to 
believe that the outbreak which arose shortly after was 
attributable to a great extent to this fact. 


Mr. Pore Hennessy, the Governor designate of Hong 
Kong, was presented on the 3rd inst. with the freedom of 
the City of Cork. He was complimented upon his conduct 
in Barbadoes and for the success with which he had come 
through a trying ordeal. He said that there never was 
@ community, where the masses were more deliberately 
oppressed than in Barbadoes. We may state that we have 
ascertained upon reliable authority that, notwithstanding 
the adverse criticism which was showered upon Mr. HEN- 
NEsSY in the above matter, the real facts of the case are 
such as show that very strong pressure was brought against 
him by the Planters, who feared that the measure of con- 
federation which he proposed would interfere with their 
interests by raising the price of labour, through doing away 
with the effects of a local enactment which forbade the en- 
gagement of labourers in Barbadoes to work in the neigh- 
bouring islands. 


Sir James Lonepen, the newly-appointed Governor of 
Ceylon, is expected to arrive from his present post in the 
Wet Indies about the 25th inst., and will probably pro- 
ceed the following month to relieve Sir W. H. Gregory. 
Sir James LoNGDEN has been in Government. service since 
1844, when he was appointed Clerk at the Falkland 
Islands, and was acting Colonial Secretary there in 1845 ; 
had that appointment confirmed in 1857; was President 
of the Virgin Islands in 1861; Lieutenant-Governor of 
Dominica in 1865 ; Lieutenant-Governor of Honduras in 
1867 ; Governor of Trinidad in 1870, and Governor of 
British Guiana in 1874. 


WE give in another column an interesting account sent 
by the correspondent of the Standard of the view which is 
taken in Madrid of the Sooloo question, with regard to 
which, as recently stated, our Government is on the point 
of coming to adecision. It is, as the Stundurd’s corres- 
pondent points out, only too true that the Sp:nish Go- 
vernment, in cases like the present, is in the habit of 
using delays to gain time; and it is high time that our 
Government should insist upon some settlement of the 
question being arrived at. We notice that our contempo- 
rary has made use of the present occasion to urge upon the 
consideration of the public and the Government the abuses 
of Spanish rule, or, rather, misrule, in the Sooloo seas, to 
which we have so frequently called attention. 





THE Chinese Envoys, accompanied by Dr. MACARTNEY, 
English Secretary of Legation, were among those present 
at the State dinner given at the Foreign-office on the 7th 
inst. by the Earl and Countess of Dersy. They procceded 
on the 10th inst. to Brighton, where they were entertained. 
by Mr. Asupury, M.P., and visited the Aquariym ; and 
in the evening were present at the Pavilion Dome, where 
Mr. AsupuRY addressed over 3,000 persons on his recent 
tour round the world. He took occasion to speak in vel 
courteous terms of the Chinese Legation in London, whicl 
he trusted would lead to an extension of amicable relations 
between England and China. :

THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

THE directors of the P. and O. Company have accepted 
the tender of Messrs. Cairp and Co., of Greenock, for a 
screw steamer of the following description, and it is calcu- 
lated that she will attain a high rate of speed :—Length, 
400 feet ; breadth, 42 feet ; gross register (estimated), 4,200 
tons; engines of 700-horse power nominal. She will 
have accommodation for upwards of two hundred pas- 
sengers, and a large cargo capacity. The construc- 
tion of this new vessel may doubtless be taken as an 
indication that the directors are already preparing for 
the new mail contract, which will have to be entered 
into on the expiration of the present one, namely, in 1880. 
Although the vessels now in the service perform the con- 
tracts with regularity and satisfaction, it is most probable 
that a higher rate of speed will be demanded by the Go- 
vernment ; and it is wise, therefore, that the company 
should be prepared for: such a contingency. Of late it is 
true that some newly-built steamers of other Indian lines 
have accomplished the voyage in as short a time as 
the P. and O. Company, and have offered good passen- 
ger accommodation ; but they have not been found in 
general discipline and working in any way equal to the P. 
andO. One great point against them is the risk which pas- 
sengers run in case of anything going wrong, when they 
have either to find their way on in another vessel, or to 
proceed in their steamer in its damaged state. Thus, 
although the public, which is always open to try 
new things, has given its support to some extent to 
new lines, there is distinct indication that this trial 
has proved on the whole unsatisfactory, and that the 
majority who have made it are glad to come back to 
the old Company. We are of opinion that the Chairman 
will have a better account to give at the next meeting with 
respect to the passenger traffic, as there is no doubt that it 
is impossible upon the whole to find better accommodation 
at sea than is provided by the P. and O. boats. It is the 
custom of travellers, and more especially of British travel- 
lers, to have their grumble wherever they go, and however 
they are accommodated. One person finds fault in one 
direction, another in another, and the sum total of these 
objections would seem sufficiently formidable to cause 
friendly hints to be given, as they often’ have been, at the 
meetings of shareholders. But itis never tobe overlooked 
that the one passenger out of a hundred who is discon- 
tented takes good care to make himself heard, while the 
ninety-nine who are thoroughly satisfied with everything 
on board look upon the first-class accommodation as a 
matter of course, say nothing with regard to it, but travel 
by P. and O. when next they have occasion to move to or 
from the Far East. ‘Notwithstanding a great deal of what 
we may term * fugitive” grumbling, there isno doubt that 
opinion among those connected with the East is as favour- 
able now as ever it was to the Company who started the 
“ Overland Route.” 





THE SALE OF THE S.S.N. COMPANY'S STEAMERS, 

WE may certainly congratulate the shareholders of the 
S.S.N. Company upon having got rid of a fleet of obsolete 
and, to say the least, somewhat worn-out steamers and 
other property at an enormonsly high figure. The able 
managers have shown the astuteness usually attributed 
to their naticn in the manner in which they have engineered 
the sale ; and all who are concerned have undoubtedly 
come out of their speculations in “ Boats” in a very happy 
manner. As usual, when the Chinese commence to RAK 





by themselves any of the progressive steps which are so 
constantly advocated, the cry is raised that their competi- 
tion will completely destroy all chance of trade on the 
part of foreigners. The China papers seem convinced 
that the sale of the S.S.N. Company's fleet portends 
the erd of all traffic for foreign steamers on the Yang- 
tsze, and the North China Herald laments that the Mi- . 
nisters will not take up, as a subject for diplomatic remon- 
strance, the evasion of the Treaty stipulations of which the 
Chinese Government is guilty in subsidising the China 
Merchant Company. Apart, however, from the fact that it 
would seem rather ungracious to quarrel with the Chinese 
Jovernment for aiding a native company to put a bump- 
ing sum into the pockets of the shareholders in a foreign 
company, and that there is little or nothing in the Treaty 
which would warrant such action, we think the effect of the 
change is generally much overestimated. It is to be re- 
membered that for years past the S.S.N. Company has been 
well-known to have depended for its success to a great 
extent upon the special support which it obtained among 
certain large Chinese traders, and the change therefore is 
to this extent one rather of name than of fact. The 
S.S.N. Company have had the largest portion of the Yang- 
tsze trade, but have not had it all; and a company con- 
ducted by Chinese will hardly be likely to fare much better. 
It is true that in China the support of the strong native 
guilds is of very great importance , but this support will 
not necessarily go with the Government; and we may 
reasonably expect to see that it will be extended to those 
steamers which offer cheaper freights. This a well organ- 
ised foreign company would unquestionably be able to 
do; and we fally expect to find that the Holt’s line 
will continue to run in active competition with the 
China Merchant's, if, indeed, it be not further extended 
in its working. It was thought that this same com- 
pany would be able to clear foreign competitors off 
the coast ; but up to the present they have certainly 
not gone very far towards doing so, and the likelihood is, 
notwithstanding the temporary scare, that the same state 
of things will be found on the river. The immense ad- 
vantage, which a foreign Company enjoys over a Chinese 
one in the purchase and management of its vessels must of 
necessity tell ; and it will take a great deal of subsidising 
and the like indirect support from the Government to 
enable a native company to hold its own against it, It 
may, be that in the course of years the internal traffic as 
well as the internal trade in China is destined to fall 
into the hands of the Chinese ; but as yet that time is afar 
off, and there is no necessity to fear that, notwithstanding 
native competition, Europeans will still be able to hold 
their own in a branch of business so essentially foreign as 
that of running steamers. 








FAMINES IN CHINA. 

NorHING can moreclearly demonstrate the urgentnecessity 
forthedevelopment of the enormous resources of the Chinese 
Empire than the sad famines which from time to time take 
place, and of which the news brought by the last mail affords 
usa striking and painful example. ‘Thouands upon thou- 
sands of people have been plunged into helpless misery and 
starvation by the partial failure of the rice crops, in a coun- 
try which, were its commercial and productive capabilities, 
but half developed, would be at all times rich enough to tide 
over any such disaster without more serious consequences 
than a temporary pressure. Those who are disposed to 
form an ideal of China and of the life of the Chinese, and 
to look upon the country as blessed with an easy system 
where life is free from the pressure so much felt in coun- 
tries more advanced in civilisation, must have their views 
rudely shaken when such disasters as that which has just 
occurred take place. Under the appasently peaceful and 
contented life of the ordinary Chinaman lics one of 
grinding poverty and anxiety; and the want of 
State combination and organisation, and, above all, of 
the means of turning the resources of the country to 
their best account, become conspicuously and painfully 
apparent. It is no exaggeration to say that China may be 
rolling in material prosperity in one province and starving 
in another—the means of intercommunication being so de- 
fective that the supplies cannot be transported, so that 
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any sudden disaster, such as a flood, or the unexpected 
failure of the crops, is felt with intense and appalling seve- 
rity. A highly developed state of trate and of mechanical 
improvements have undoubtedly their disadvantages as 
well as their advantages. They make ordinary life harder; 
food generally dearer; the necessity for steady unremitting 
toil more pressing; but while they do this they spread the 
incalculable blessing of relief from the extreme effects of 
sudden and unexpected disaster, and enable the States in 
which they are found to tide over difficulties which would 
otherwise overwhelm them. In no country in the world 
does political disorganisation follow more quickly upon 
a want of food among the masses than in China; 
and upon this ground, if upon no other, the official 
classes ought to welcome foreign improvements as a 
means of relieving them of a danger of which they have 
too good reason to be in constant dread. Rebellions 
in China have repeatedly been brought about by the actual | 
wants of the district in which have originated ; and of 
this the governing classes are so well aware that they are 
always anxious to supply food to the people in order to 
keep them quiet. It is therefore most deeply to be regretted 
that they cannot be brought to sce where the true remedy 
for the state of things they so much dread is to be fi 
Improved intercommunication by railways, greater fi ies 
for inland trade, which would tend to equalise prices and 
to make the spread of produce more even throughout the 
empire, would take off the edge of such famines as the one 
which is now cavsing the poor in the north of China to 
flock homeless and foodless to the cities to keep them- 
selves alive ; those who can, by begging, those who cannot, 
by crime. The mineral resources of China if developed 
by means of foreign appliances are almost unlimited ; and 









_ there can be no question: that were the masses mae to de- 


pend upon their development instead of relying almost alone 
upon the agricultural products, they would without ditti- 
culty be able to tide over a failure in their crops; and with 
the products of their industry in other directions lay in 
stores of grain from other countries. This is the real 
Jesson which China should learn from the repeated famines 
which she suffers. They are actually needless, as their 
effects could be mitignted to such an extent by a wiser 
system of commerce and the admission of mechanical im- 
provements in the way of railways, machinery for manu- 
factures and the development of the mines, that the 
country could face with ease troubles which now almost 
overwhelm. It is to be hoped that those who have the 
welfare of China at heart will seize the opportunity of 
impressing this fact upon such officials as they may come 
in contact with. The more enlightened among the Chinese 
authorities are beginning dimly to perceive that there is after 
all something worthy their attention in foreign civilisation ; 
and assuredly no more useful lesson could be impressed upon 
them than the obvious one which is above indicated. The 
Government should be told by those to whom they give their 
confidence, and to whose advice they will listen, that they 
will do more wisely to make use of their funds in develop- 
ing the country than in laying out millions on external de 

fences, which would prove useless to them if they should 
ever really come into collision with any of the leading fo- 
reign nations. By developing the resources of the country 
they would at once be taking steps which would benefit 
the people and be shaping their course towards a peaceful 
instead of a warlike solution of the question of intercourse 
with foreign countries. Assuredly by this time China ought 
to know that the former line of action is the only one in 
which they can hope to he successful. 














TRADE BETWEEN INDIA AND CHINA. 

Tue remarks which Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK made 
at the meeting of the Society of Arts on the 2nd instant, 
with reference to the concessions obtained by Sir THostas 
Wank as to the establishment of a trade route between 
India and China are of great interest, as there can be no 
doubt that his opinion will have considerable weight in 
official quarters. Sir RUTHERFORD was much more pro- 
gressive in the ideas which he expressed on this occasion 
than he is ordinarily, and it is satisfactory to find one who 
is generally so averse to any uhdue desire to push our in- 
terests forward, recognising the fact that the time has come 








when we should take steps to make good the footing of 
our trade in Central Asia; and acknowledging that the 
concession which has been obtained by Sir Tos. WaDE is 
one of a very important character. The walls of obstruc- 
tion have been broken down, and in Sir RuTHERFORD 
ALcock’s opinion it will only remain for Sir Taos, WADE 
“to ask the Chinese to allow us to carry out the same 
“principle which enabled Russia to trade along the frontier, 
“and they cannot refuse us.” This is undoubtedly true ; 
and we trust that sufficient firmness will be exerted to 
make the concessions which have been granted really effec- 
tual. The great danger is that the Chinese may attempt 
to evade them ; and while pretending to grant all that is 
demanded really throw obstructions in the way. Against 
this, no doubt, Sir Tuos, Wape will be upon his guard, 
but probably nothing in the Convention will depend more 
for its practical value upon the manner in which it is car- 
ried out than the provisions with reference to the new 
trade route, and the explanations upon this point in the 
promised memorandum from Sir Titus. WabE will be spe- 
cially interesting, and will call for careful attention. 


TAXATION IN SAIGON. 

A COMPLAINT is made by the Suigon Indepeadent that the 
Colony is much overburdened by the taxes which are laid 
upon it by the Home Government ; and especially that it 
should have been saddled with the expenses attending the 
occupation of Tonquin. In this, it can hardly be denied, 
the Colony has grounds for some discontent, as, although 
it was most directly interested in the measure in question, it 
undoubtedly seems hard that a young and not over pros- 
perous Settlement should be saddled with the cost of expe- 
ditions of this character. We have something similar in 
our own Colonies in the military contributions, which 
have long been the subject of just though unavailing com- 
plaint ; but even these have a better raison @étre in one 
very important respect, namely, that troops are at least 
sent to the Colonies paying the money, nominally for their 
protection. The trade of Saigon is not sufficiently flourish- 
ing to admit of its having heavy burdens laid upon it ; and 
we trust that the French Government will pay some atten- 
tion to the complaints which have been made, and will en- 
deavour to give their station in the Far East a fair chance. 
A tendency to overburden young places has been the chief 
cause of the failure of Continental nations to establish suc- 
cessful Colonies, and France owes her inability to do so, 
at least, in part, to this mistake. The manner in which 
the Home country should look for benefit from her Colo- 
nies is by increase of t:ade; and it is a very great error 
to overburden new places with taxes which will have the 
effect of crippling them and so preventing their attaining 
to the development which will cause them to become a 
source of real and lasting strength to the mother country. 





INDIAN VERSUS CHINA TEAS. 

At alate meeting of the Indian Section of the Suciety of Arts 
a paper of whic! Brief summary was given at the time, was read 
by Mr. A. Burrell, in which he traced the history of the cultivation 
of Tea in India from its earliest introduction to the present time. 
As far back as 1780 Colonel Kid, a gentleman who devoted at- 
tention to the subject, grew tea-plants received from Canton in 
his garden at Calcutta, and reported favourably upon them ; and 
successive experiments were male showing that the plant could 
thrive in our East India possessions down to 1830, when a Com- 
mittee of both Houses of Parliament sat to examine affairs con- 
nected with China, in regard to the policy tobeadopted towards the 
old East India Company, whose charter wasexpiring. Thequestion 
of tea was discussed in connection with the China trade, and they 
took some notice, though not much, of its possible cultivation in 
India. Later on, namely, in 1834, the East India Company sanc- 
tioned proceedings calculated to promote the growth of tea in 
India, the result being the setting on foot of an experi- 
mental establishment in Asssm, for the purpose of culti- 
vating and manufacturing tea—the produce thus obtained 
being favourably reported upon by the London brokers in 
1836. This was the origin of the “Assam Tea Company,” 
to whom the Government of India in 1340 ceded the greater 
part of the Tea plantations which they had set on foot, and 
withdrew from the enterprise. Mr. Burrell goes on to give a 
very valuable detailed history of the progress of the culture ; 
after which he gives some figures, showing the wonderful de- 
velopment during the last fifteen rs of the consumption of 
India Teas ix this country, from which it appears that from 1} 
million Ibs, in 1461 it has risen up to 27 million Ibs, in 1876, 
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and is anticipated to be 32 million Ibs., or about one-fourth of the 
total consuniption of tea throughout the kingdom this year. The 
India Teas have always commanded the best prices in the market, 
and of late large quantities of cheap sweet teas have been im- 
ported from China to mix with the stronger and more pungent 
growths from India. Mr. Burrell concludes with some general 
remarks upon the benefits which will be derived from cheap 
Teas, with which most of our readers wi!l concur. He notes it, 
however, as a melancholy fact, we fiud the most execrable tea 
out of a London coffee-house supplied at the teetotal hotels, 
where, being an article in special demand, it is uscally kept on 
tap, steaming and boiling, to the utter destruction of all its good 
qualities. Could his feeble voice reach Sir Wilfrid Lawson, the 
great apostle of the cause, he would urge on him that our Indian 
tea deserves the patronage of his ardeut votaries, and that they 
should treat it justly and considerately.

OUR POSITION IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir—I have read with much interest the letter inserted in 
your issue of the 5th inst., signed “Another D.,” whom I, 
although without his permission, claim as. an associate with re- 
gard to the question of relations between the Chinese and the 
European nations, as sugzested by your article entitled “ Chinese 
Labour in England.” 

The only dilference between us is, that “ Another D.” argues

from a purely European point of view, while I consider the sub- 
ject in the abstract only ; thus his “opening-up of China” is a 
one-sided arrangement, based upon extra-territorial juris- 
diction, while the “opening-up,” to which I have taken the 
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liberty to refer, is a state of affairs which can only be brought | 


about by the gradual assimilation of the Chinese to the European 
standard of civilisation, a state of affairs which would do away 
with the necessity for extra-territoriality. 

The fact of individuals other than Chinese being able to com- 
pete in China with the natives of the soil, by accepting the con- 
ditions of the country, was not brought forward by me in order 
to show our relations in the most favourable light, but simply 
for the purpose of showing the inconsistency of the popular com- 
prehension of these relations. : 

“ Another D.” mentions as an instance of the difficulties under 
which foreigners labour, that the construction of railwaye is pro- 
hibited in China. The prohibition I suspect does not refer to 
railways as euch, but to a t 
cannot be introduced into China without the assistance of Euro- 

ns, who, while residing in the country, are totally indepen- 
dent of its laws and usages. If the Chinese were our equals in 
civilisation, in manners and customs, as they are in diplomatic 
intercourse, the matter would be entirely changed, they would 
hail with pleasure any scheme likely to advance the prosperity 
of their country, and individutls would not be slow in profiting 
it. 





When mentioning extra-territoriality [ did not—* Another D.’ 
will allow me to poiut out—say or imply that the arrangements 
is our fault. He asserts that it is the fault of the Chinese them- 
selves, and I do not entirely disagree with him. The Chinese 
are to blame for not taking kindly to European institutions, just 
asan Englishman is to blame when he, at the age of eighteen, 
for instance, makes up his wind to belong to a certain political 
party, simply because his ancestors belonged to that political 
party, and fo'lowa that pry blindly, whatever the changes 
which may take place in the world and in himself before he is 
gathered to his fathers, 

Although I do not pretend to admire the Chinese I cannot 

—hetp taking ‘their part when the people of the present day ave 
plamed for that which is in fact the result of a lack of progres- 
siveness in the previous generations. It is very sad that the 
Celeetials of yore have not gone ahead as we think they ought to 
have done ; but it is hardly fair to blame the Celestials of to-day 
for not taking giant strides, considering that their ancestors have 
been nearly stationary, and that the worship of ancestors is one 
of their principal religious tenets, 

The above remarks refer to the people as a whole. Allow me, 
in conclusion, to add a few words respecting the Chinese Govern- 
ment in its relations to the populace, suggested by “ Another 
D.’s” letter. Radical reforms must be the reflex of the wishes 
of the people, otherwise they are mere despotic measures. If 
they are not the offspring of co-operation between the Chinese 
Government and the people they cannot be productive of good. 
Now, in the present state of the Chinese Empire the relations 
between the populace and the authorities simply amount to 
this. If the latter have their own way the people are in a state 
of thraldom ; when the former reign supreme anarchy and con- 
fusion cannot be avoided. In short, the relations are of such a 
nature that they cannot be measured by a staudard supplied by 
our civilisation, and it is only, I think, by the gradual influence 
from without that they can be materially changed. 

I shall he glad if “ Another D,” will continue to ventilate a 
subject which cannot fail to interest some of your readers, and 
T remain, apologising for the length of my letter, D.

THE LAST TEA SEASON. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—The Tea season now ending, like mavy previous, has 
again resulted in loss to importers. It is argued tea cannot be 
produced at the prices ruling for a long time past, but the 
enormous import for 197 which will be little short of 
200,000,000 Ibs., must surely disprove this notion, and the sup- 
ply will very likely be exceeded in 1877-8, having increased stea-

‘The losses on Congous have—as will be seen by a correspon- 
dent's letter in this Baper—been the eubject of some comment 
among the Tea trade, They have been roughly estimated at 
something like 20 per cent. The likelihood, however, is that 
this estimate is in many cases exaggerated, as a reference to 
prices in Foochow, at least, will show that the cost of many of 
the present parcels was not very greatly over their selling price. 
Tf, however, these low prices should have the effect of diminish- 
ing the supply of low grade Teas by 5,000,000 or 10,000,000 Ibs. 
next season, a much improved range of prices might reasonably 
be anticipated. Nothing bat such a diminution of supply can 
ameliorate the present deplorable depression. 

We regret to annouuce that Mi . G. Erichsen has found it 
necessary to file a petition for liquidation ; but we understand 
that the Great Northern Telegraph Company, for which he was 
agent, will not be affected by the failure. 

‘A prospectus has been issued of the Oriental Coffee Company, 
with a capital of £100,000, of which one-half is to be now 
issued in shares of £10 each, and of this £20,000 has been sub- 
acribed privately hy the directors, &c. The object is to pur- 
chase suitable ground for coffee cultivation, and as a commence- 
ment 2,100 acres of forest land, about seventy miles from Calicut, 
have been secured for £8,000, payable in shares, and the clear- 
ing of a portion of this is now being proceeded with. 

The report of the directors of the International Bank of Ham- 
burg aud London states the net profit for the year 1876 at 
£23,247, after providing for all charges and doubtful and bad 
debts. The profits of 1875—£44,353—were all retained against 
a claim which the bank had against the Deutsche Brazilienische 
Bank. This claim has been finally settled in a manner that will 
leave the bank with a loss of £25,700, or 30 per cent. of the 
original amount due. Deducting this from the profits of 1875, 
and adding the balance to the profits of 1876, there is a total 
sum of £41,900 available for distribution, out of which the 
directors recommend a dividend at the rate of 6 percent, This 
will take £35,100 ; £5,900 is to be wlded to reserve, and £1,800 
carried forward. 

The traffic receipts of the Eastern Extension Australasia and 
China Telegraph Company (Limited), for the month of February, 
1877, amounted to £19,645, and to £19,027 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1876, 

The report of the Alliance British and Foreign Life and Fire 
Assurance Company for the past year states that in the life de- 
partment 323 new policies were issued, insuring £229,337. The 
life income of the year was £143,343, and, after paying all 
claims, the surplus left was £32,334, which, added to tke in- 
surance fund, raised it to £1,002,566. In the fire department 
the year’s income was £272,151, and, after payment of all 
claims, &c., there was a surplus left of: £121,057, of which 
£55,000 has been applied to payment of a dividend and bonu 
equal to 10 per cent. on the share capital, and £66,057 is addect 
to the tire insurance fund, making it £351,359, 

The total quantity of tea delivered from the bonded warehouses 
in London last week was 3,167,428 Ibs., which was 84,840 Ibs. 
less than was taken out of bond during the corresponding week 
of 1876. The falling off was chiefly in the quantity taken 
for home cousumption ; for the sum received as duty was 
£2,803 3a. Gd. leas than was taken during the corresponding 
week of last year. The ten duty paid in London last week war 
£52,806 11, 6d. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company's traffic receipts for 
the month of February amounted to £.32C,000, against f. 303,180 
last year. The total traftic receipts from the lst of January to 
the 28th of February amounted to £.636,565, against £578,432 
last year. 
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The abstract of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the month 
of February shows that the average time of transmission of mes- 
sages between Calcutta and London was forty-four mivutes, and 
from Bombay to London forty minutes.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
TEA. 


Tho market during the past week has been fairly active, owing to 
large sales without reserve, chiefly of common to fair Red-leaf, the bulk 
of Which is said to be on Chinese aconunt. It ia to be hoped such is 
the ease, as at the prices renlised, namely, 744. to 9d. per Ib., the cost, 
including « £3 steamer freight, leaves heavy losses on these low quota: 
tions, and the feeling is general that they must aink yet lower should 
further supplies be forced off. Dealers are fully supplied with common 
Tees, and though there was a little speculation for a few days it died 
out when the last telegram from China gave the export to Feb. 28th at 
162,000,000 Ibs. In medium to fine Congou prices rule steady at, 
however, much under import cost, and some severe losses must result 
to those not fortunate enough to sell earlier in the season, not perhaps 
having courage to take the first lose teas on arrival. In the late series 
of public sales there were several parcels of Ovlong, which sold at a 
further reduction, and luoking at the superior quality of this season's 
yield and the present low prices we may reasonably expect some rally, 
ax the imports are now finished for this season. Scented Teas have 
been sold at lower prices at the late auctions, Greensare in full supply 
from recent arrivals via the Cape. The sales for the week ending the 
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7th inst, amount to 20,252 packages, which were offered, 18,852 being 
“without reserve.” The Teas were assorted ss follows :—Congou, 
13,818 packages ; Souchong, 990; Oolong, 1,279 ; S.0. Pekoe, 941 ; 
Scented Caper, 1,871 ; Gunpowder, 403 ; Hyson, 444; Y. Hyson, 369, 
&c. The Congous consisted chiefly of the lower grades of Red and 
Black leaf ; these sold somewhat irregularly, but in many cases show a 
‘decline on last week's rates ; common to fair Red-leaf sold at 6d. to 
9d.; common Black-leaf, 74d. to 8d.; fair, 10d, to 11}d,; common to 
fair Souchong brought 744. to 114d, per lb. 

Messrs, Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular states :—Our market re- 
mains in the same depressed state so long noted. ‘The continued pret 
sure to sell common ‘Teas at auction, without reserve, keeps the private 
market very quiet ; and although the prices for good Teas are fairly 
maintained, the amount of business is very small. At auction, the 
prices for common Teas were rather irregular, occasionally showing & 
slight decline on those of the previous week. Scented Teas: Com- 
mon Canton Capers have sold from 114d. to 8. per Ib,, being fully 4d. 
per Ib, lower, At auction, some parcels of good quality only realised 
Js, 1d. to 16, 2d. per Ib., showing fully 1d. per Ib. reduction. Orange 
Pekoes : The Macao kinds have been steady. Long-leaf kinds, about 
Js. 24. per Ib., have been inquired for. At sale fair sold from Is, 13d. 
to 1s, 2d,, and good from Is, 3}d. to 18. 54d. perlb. Foochow kinds, 
both of Caper and Orange Pekoe, show no alteration. ‘The Stock in 
the United Kingdom on the 28th Feb. was estimated at 104,251,000 Ibs., 
against 100,561,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity afloat (advices 
by letter) at 3,406,000 Ibs, against 4,452,000 lbs. of China Tea, and 
3,455,000 Ibs, against 2,115,000 Ibs. of India Tea. 

Messra. Thompson report :—The business has been almost en- 
tirely confined to public sales “without reserve,” which have con- 
sisted chiefly of common to fair grades uf Congou, the bulk being 
Foochow kinds, which have sold at gradually receding rates, Medium 
and fine have not been pressed, but importers are anxious to close their 
interest even in these grades, Green Teas have been forced off in con- 
siderable quantities. Prices are generally $d, to 1d. lower for common 
to fair grades of Congou—at auction, occasionally, showing a much 
heavier decline. Souehongs and Oolongs, 1d. to 2d, Scented Teas, 
4d. to 1d. Green Teas, Fine Gunpowders, and Hysons, 2d. per Ib. 
lower. 

The Circular of Messrs. Lloyd and Cheshire states :—The Tea market 
still continues very depressed ; sales by private contract being difficult 
to effect, importers have had reo>urse to public sale “ without reserve,” 
the quanity thus offered being larger than for some time past ; the 
“bulk ut the tens hus consisted of Common Black and Ked Leat kin 
of which class our market is over-stocked ; prices in consequence have 
been forced down to an extremely low range; common Black Leaf 
selle from 744. to 8d. per Ib., and the grades worth 24." to 8d. per Ib. 
more, relatively, only realise 84d, to 94d, 


SILK. 

The Circular of Messrs, Waithman and Co. states :-—The Silk market 
is passing through a trying ordeal,and the reaction from the high 
prices ruling in the autumn certainly appears extreme. The utmost 
depression prevailed during the whole of the past mouth, and the 
prices obtained at the public sales must have entailed a heavy loss 
upon the sellers, A very considerable quantity of thrown Silk, how- 
ever, was sold, and as the mills have so largely decreased their produc: 
tion there seems some probability of this article becoming scarce 
should any revival of demaad arise for the manufactured goods. In 
China Raw Silk the stocks have been increased to the extent of about, 
2,000 bales by the purchases from Lyons, Lut the deliveries show a 
decrease upon those of January. g 

‘Messre, Arles Dufour and Co. in their Lyons Circular report a fall 
since the 10th ult, of from 3 to 6 francs, both in European and Asiatic 
sorts. It is attributed by them to political causes, the reduction of 
work in Lyons and exaggerated statements inade by the Radical De- 
puty for the city, which lead to apprehensions of acrisis, in conseyuence 
of which numerous orders from the United States were cancelled by 
telegram, 

Messrs, D, O'Donoghue and Co., of New York, in their Circular state 
that, business has been very unsatisfactory and prices unsettled and 
lagging. This is attributed mainly to the unsettled state of political 
matters in Europe, The qualities of Chinas on hand are prenouneed 
fs ory inferior to last eeasun, and finest and best. grades are firmly 

eld. 

Messrs. B. Richardson and Son, of New York, state that most of the 
late arrivals had been on Chinese account, and some parcels were uf Silk, 
and concessions had to be made on them.

THE NEW STEAMER GLENEAGLES. 

This magnificent vessel, commanded by Captain McBain, which 
left London on the 11th inst. for the Straits and China, was 
built and engined by the London and Glasgow Engineering and Iron 
Shipbuilding Company (Limited), for Messrs, McGregor, Gow, and Co., 
and is the latest addition to their well-known Glen line of China 
steamers. Her length is 367 feet 6 inches, breadth 37 fect 2 inches, 
depth 26 feet 6 inches, with a gross tonnage of 2,801 tons. Her boilers 
are the largest and heaviest made in Scotland, weighing 60 tous each, 
exclusive of superheater, equal to nn additional 10 tous. She is sup. 

lied with all improvements in hcr engines, with Messrs. Weir's feed- 

heating apparatus, and with a patent hydracrometer. The vessel is 
steered by steam, and his Messrs. Napier Brothers’ patent windlass and 
steering gear ; she also has Sir W. Thomaon’s patent steering conipass, 
and patent sounding machine, which ean be used in 30 fathoms, 
with the vessel going at 14 knots, it having been teated on the 
passage round from Glasgow to London, when soundings were obtained 
‘as above stated, which proved perfectly correct. She bas 4 hatchways, 
with 5 steam winches, and is masted for taking in or discharging 
cargo weighing up to 36 tons; she is ‘manned by acrew of 60 
all told, has accommodation for 30 passengers, and is fitted with all 
the modern improvements. During the run from the Clyde to London 
she averaged 12} knete, witht Der engines working sluwiy—bue taking 
flood and ebb, one with the other, she made 164 statute wiles;
